I find the cabins of the laborer* in the north 
of Ireland a little letter than those of the 
south. Some of them have » late roofs, but 
altogether they are poor affairs.

land hero being rented for $9 5 an acre per 
y ear on long looses, and it i« a wonder to mo 
how the fanners can pay the rent and live. 
A Minnesota traveler tells me he has an Irish 
son-in-law, who has just rented twenty acres 
at $45 per aero, at auction, and that the man 
who rented it calculated that the crop would 
pay the rent and he would have the straw for 
his profits. 
“ Straw,” said this man, “ is worth 
from $5 to $10 a ton here, and that will en­ 
able him to make something off the invest­ 
ment.” 
This gentleman remarked upon the injury 
which Ireland would receive through tho 
shipping into England of Australian meat. 
Said he: “ I saw Australian mutton soiling 
in London for five cent« a pound, and I un­ 
derstand that a ship lately arrived with a 
cargo of 60,000 frosen sheep. These sheep are 
killed in Australia, and are carried to Eng­ 
land in refrigerators. 
Australia is the great 
sheep country of the world, and it has about 
eighteen sheep to every inhabitant.

“ Three years ago next month* said Capt 
Erie Mitlow, the lumber contractor, “ I was 
up in Maine, and as I had nev er lieen in tho 
St, J ohn riv er wilderness I made up my mind 
to take adv antage of a couple of weeks’ leis­ 
ure and spend the time in that country. I 
hired a guide who was well acquainted with 
the region—a strapping young fellow, who 
had grown up in t¿ e wilderness and was al­ 
most a part of it His name was J ohn Blye, 
aud he was tho third of that name—grand­ 
father, father and son—who had followed the 
calling of hunter and guide in that part of 
Maine. He took me a four days’ journey 
uorthwurd, and we camped on a stream that 
emptied into tho S t J ohn only a few miles 
from the state line. Blye assured mo all the 
way up that if tjjiere were any moose left in 
the state we would bo sure to find some 
where we were going, and sure enough wo 
had been in camp but two days when the 
guide came in one night and said; 
“ ‘Wall, there’s a bull moose hanging 
around here, and if we look sharp we’ll get 
him.’ 
“ I was, of course, anxious to know where 
Blye had seen the moose, but be surprisod me 
by saying that he hadn’t seen him at all. I 
could imagine how ho might know there was 
a moose around, for its tracks and other signs 
would inform a woodsman of that; ‘but,’ 
said I, ‘how in tho world do you know it’s a 
bull? 
“ ‘Because,’ said Byle, ‘if it was a cow you 
would hav e heard some of the tallest bellow 
ing among these hills ev ery night since we’v e 
been here, that you ev er heard since you 
were bom. ’ 
“ Then Blye let me Intc/somo secrets about 
moose. He said that it was then tho rutting 
season, and that while it lasted the cow moose 
came out from her hiding place and went to 
the high ridges. There she would stand one. 
send out on the night air her calls for a mate, 
and, as the call may easily be heard for a dis­ 
tance of two miles, Blye knew that there 
were no cows anywhere near us, and that 
the signs he had seen were consequently those 
of a bull. I was so much afraid that the 
moose would leav e that part of the country 
and cheat us out of a shot that I was anxious 
to start right up and giv e chase to it, but 
Blye said that if we went to hunting tho 
moose the chances were that it would bo half 
way across New Brunswick before midnight 
A BIRCH BARK TRUMPET. 
“ ‘If we hunt the bull,’ said the guide, ‘he’d 
giv e us tho slip, but if we let him hunt us 
we'll get a ball through him. And the way 
I’ll get him to hunt us is to play myself off on 
him for a cow.’ 
“ Blye went in among his hunting traps and 
brought out something that looked like a din­ 
ner liom, except that it was made of birch 
bark. It was two feet long, three inches in 
diameter at one end, and tapered off to on 
inch at the other end. 
“ He blew softly upon the peculiar trumpet. 
A mild, modulated and penetrating sound 
came out of it. 
“ ‘That's it, on a low key,’ said Blye. 
‘I 
hav en t fo rgo tten 
liow, and if there is a moose 
within so und o f this call when I open it for 
business to -night, ho is our meat. When I 
blow this in earnest it will so und as near like

hav e it. 
When you hear his clappers, begin 
to get read y , 
and don’t get ex cited .’ 
“Befo re I could ask any questio ns Bly e was 
climbing a tree a few yards uwav . He go t 
up into the branches and pulled his rifle up, 
butt fo remo st, by a piece of twine. The birch 
bark ho rn was tied to the rifle. 
Presently 
o ut o n that still, crisp October night air rang 
tho weird call of the cow moose, as imitated 
by the guid e on his trumpet. 
The ex peri­ 
mental cry he had giv en with it at the camp 
was so ft and lo w 
compared with the blast. 
It seemed to go 
down into the v alley in long 
wav es of sound, and lingered an amazing 
length o f time on the air before the last re­ 
v erberation died away. Tho nov elty of the 
situation worked mo up to the highest pitch 
of excitement, in spite of the caution of the 
guide. 
One moment I was burning with 
fev er and the next my teeth chattered, 3 
grew so cold. 


A SOUND AS OF CASTINETS. 
“ A few mi lutes after the first call, Blye 
gav e another blast on his trumpet. When the 
cry had died away the silence seemed to grow 
more profound, and my suspense was becom- 


Ing almost unbearable. By ana by a sound 
aa of castinets heard in the hands of a dancer, 
only much lmul» » r, broke tho awful stillness. 
The sound came from the wood* off to the 
right of the opening. It was accompanied by 
short, guttural snorts, like tlio low bellowing 
of a bulk 
“ ‘Steady there!’ said Blye, in a low v oice, 
but distinctly. ‘Make ready: he's coming!’ 
“ I began to shake like an aspen. I couldn't 
hold my rifle still, and I gav e up all hope of 
hitting the moose, as it did not seem that my 
aim could be held at anything. But I had 
v ery short time for reflection. From tho edge 
of the forest, plainly v isible in the starlight, 
camo the majestic moose, drawn thither by 
the false lo v o 
calk He came prancing into the 
opening, his great antlered head lifted proudly 
and thrown gracefully back as if to excite the 
admiration of the mate he came to meet As 
he sprang with stately tread into tho opening 
he uttered sev eral short, low, mellow cries and 
stopped. He was not more than twenty paces 
away, and his groat side was turned squarely 
toward mo. 1 could not control my hands, 
and in despair I closed my eyes and fired. 
Opening my eyes, I saw the hugo animal 
prostrate on tho ground where ho had stood. 
Tho next instant he was on his feet again, and 
turned as if to dash into the forest. There 
came a flush of light from the tree where 
Blye was i**rchod, and once more the noble 
beast fell to the ground, making it tremble on 
he fell. A second time bo arose. 
I fired 
again, and this time, by sheer good luck, I 
sent a kill into his v itals. My first shot hit 
tho animal in the neck instead of behind the 
foreshoulder. Blye'* shot struck where my 
first one should hav e hit, and my second en­ 
tered the moose’s kidneys. The animal was 
so large that it was impossible for us to get 
it to camp nlono. For fear tluit wolv es or 
something might dev our the carcass before 
morning if we left it on tho ridge I watched 
ov er it while Blye went four miles to a camp 
and brought back two other guides to help us 
get the moose home. The guides agreed that 
the moose weighed 600 pounds, and the ant­ 
ler-, which wore nearly fiv e feet long, the 
prongs being a foot in width, weighed fifty 
pounds,’’—New York Sun. 


NEW YORK’S RIVER THIEVES. 


J Msur D istinct Types of Aqua tic Robbers. 
*.r 
A Dangerous Man to Meet. 
The stronghold of the riv er thiev es is nev er 
permanent It is transferred from point to 
point as often as the elusion of tho police is 
necessary, and one day it may be in a dilapi­ 
dated hut on a lonely spit of sand washed by 
the sea, and on tho next under ono of the un­ 
frequented piers uptown in New York, Liv ­ 
ing unywhere—among his friends one mo­ 
ment, and with his enemies the next; “ rough­ 
ing it” in on open boat one night and officiat­ 
ing os a ward politician, dressed in an env i­ 
ous contrast to tho laboring men of his dis­ 
trict, the ev ening following; sleeping under a 
junk dealer’s counter or in a Cherry street 
garret—his is a life of rapid contrasts. He is 
unquestionably a lower type of the genius 
thief than the adroit burglar who enters our 
houses. Yet he is gifted with a precocity, 
which, in the successful riv er pirate, becomes 
instinctiv e. This aquatic species of the genus 
thief is div ided into four types. 
1. The “ morning riser” and “ sun downer” 
sneaks around the wharv es between daylight 
and darkness, morning and ev ening, and 
steals whatev er is left unwatched for a few 
moments. He nev er uses a boat, and is the 
lowest type. 
2. The “ greaser,” always in company with 
one or more of his class, prowls around the 
docks in a boat, and, to use the language of 
the police, is “on the dead steak” He will 
take anything and resort to any desperate al­ 
ternativ e to escape capture. He is the most 
dangerous scoundrel on the riv er, and the 
v ery worst type the law has to deal with. 
3. The “square” belongs to a gang which is 
known “ among the trade” as the “ Catamar- 
ket club.” II© usually effects an understand­ 
ing with the mates and crews of v essels and 
buys what they hav e stolen—or “ broached,” 
In the language of “ the trade” —from the cargo 
during the v oyage. He belongs to the largest 
and most contemptible type. 
4. The “ cabin thief” is a cunning and adroit 
burglar, who enters the cabins of v essels by 
picking the locks, remov ing a pane of glass 
or chloroforming the inmates. Ho always 
operates with a companion, who remains in 
the boat. He will not condescend to steal 
sailcloth or rope, but carries off watches, ships’ 
chronometers and money. 
He av oids the 
J unk store, tho powerful ally of the riv er thief, 
os a rule, and deals only with a regular 
“ fence. ” He is the aristocratic and beau ideal 
type—a dangerous man to meet anywhere, 
under any circumstances.—Brooklyn Eagle.

A T a l k W i t h a P l a t e r . 
“ I gold, silv er or nickel plate anything from 
a lady's pin to a brass watch,” said a plating 
mechanic to a reporter. 
“ Gold plating is 
cheap nowadays, as compared with former 
years. What are the principal articles plated ? 
Watches, rings and other articles of jewelry. 
I will put a gold plate on a watch, guaranteed 
for a year, lor $3.30, and not so good a plate 
for $2. Rings cost 25, U5 and 50 cents each to 
plate with goitk If you will step this way I 
will show how plating is done.” 
The reporter’s informant led the way to a 
rear room containing a dozen electric bat­ 
teries, to which were attached thin steel 
wires. On a bench w ere small cups contain­ 
ing liquid gold, silv er and nickel. The gold 
used is twenty-four karats fine. To illustrate 
the process the operator took a silv er ring, 
and, after washing it in a preparation, twined 
one of the wires* attached to the batteries 
around it The electricity was then turned 
on and the ring dipped in the liquid gold. 
Instantly the ring assumed a bright red color, 
and this was succeeded by a golden hue. In 
less than two minutes the ring was taken out 
with a sufficient gold plate to last a year, or 
at least so said the operator. Spoons, kniv es 
mid forks, and in fact ev erything imaginable, 
are plated in the manner described. There is 
big money iu tho business, as but little gold is 
used in the plating process. 
“ I can so heav ily plate a watch that acid 
won t touch it,” said the plater. “ Bogus or 
heav ily gold plated watches are frequently 
palmed off by unscrupulous jewelers on cus­ 
tomers. Confidence men often find a plated 
watch a means of earning a dollar when 
times are dull. Two months ago I plated a 
silv er watch, probably originally worth $10, 
for a customer, and charged him $5 for the 
job. A week or so ago he called on me and 
said that he had pawned that identical watch 
in a Brooklyn pawnshop for $40. No doubt 
the watch was plated heav ier in some places 
than in others, and in case the pawnbroker 
teste« ! the watch, which is unlikely, he did so 
on the heav ily plated parts.” —Brooklyn 
Eagle.
